IV. Tours. 

During the year of report, the Superintendent spent 7" days in camp, 
partly for annuat inspection of the monuments conserved already, for 
supervising and directing the works of conservation iu progress, and partly 
lot listing of monuments. The detailed tour diary will be found in 
Appendix A, 

The Superintendent paid visits of annual inspection to the monuments 
at Surwayn, Antfi, Bhilsa, Beanagar, Chanderi, Ujiain, Mandsaur, 
xnd Sondni He supervised and directed the conservation works in pro¬ 
gress at Gwalior, Udaygiri, Udaypur and Bagh and for listing the monu* 
ments at Gohad and Pipadi. 

Moreover the Superintendent visited two places outside the State, 
namely, (1) Badwani, the capital of an Indian State of the same name in 
Central India, and (2) Rawerkhedi in the Khandwa District of the Central 
Provinces. The object and result of these visits are briefly described on 
pages 17 and 18 of this report. 

The .Archaeological Inspector also made a month's tour for listing 
monuments. 

V. Conservation. 

Daring the year of report conservation of ancient monuments was 
carried out at Padhavli iDistrict Tonwarghar), Lashkar (District Gird), 
Udaypur and Odaygiri (District Bhilsa) aud Bagh (Distri::c Amihera), 
The list of monuments conserved and the amount spent on the works is 
shown in Appendix B. 

Padharli {District —Remains of a large and ancient 

Hindu temple have been enclosed here in a later Qadhi or fort. The 
temple which belonged probably to the latter half of 9th centuty A, C. 
has fine sculpture and carving in its surviving portions. With a view to 
liee the temple fram modern accretions and to make the line sculpture 
and carving easily accessible for examination and study, this work was 
taken up in V^. S 1982 {ride that year’^^s report) and some dismantling and 
excavation work was done. Along with prslimioary clearance some repairs 
were also provided, but as the work of clearance progressed it was found 
necessary to expose a greater part of the plinth of the temple than originally 
intended and to repair the basement, before other items of the proposed 
repairs were curried out and consequently the vrork was suspended tem¬ 
porarily. This extra work reqaired funds which could not be spared in 
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the succeeding year, owing to other urgent works. As new funds were 
not likely to come forth next year as well and as the grant for the post, 
poned work was in danger of lapsing, the balance of postponed work was 
utilised in the year of report for ciriylng out a portion of the necessary 
excavation and dismantling, 

f.oshk(ir {fHiiirirt GfVrf),—As mentioned in the ArcbaeoEogica] Hopoct 
for Sam vat 19S4, the work of the restoration of the Chhatri of Mahanuii 
f^kshmibii of Jhansi sanctioned last yeit could not be started in that year 
as the proceedings for the acquiaitioti of land round it were not completed. 
The land having been acquit^, work was taken op and completed in the 
year of report. The following measures were executed 

I- The existing Chhatri; having been totally shattered by the growth 
of Pjpal and Nim trees, was dismantled and the trees rooted out. 

The original Chhatri consisted of a small square kiosquc placed 
on a platform. The upper portion of the kiosque had totally 
disappeared by the growth of trees, leaving the lower platform 
and basement of kjosque. Besides there were no steps to the 
Chhatri or kiosque. The platform was rcbailt from the very 
founds using the old carved stone as much as available and a 
flight of steps added, 

3. The basement of old Chhatri was also built with dight alteration 
omitting kiosqae, as nothing had survived to give an idea of its 
form. 

4. A cut-stone receptacle carved approximately in the style of lOth 
century for the holy plant of Tu^^i as an appropriate object, was 
set up aa is customary with such monuments. 

i>. The upper platform was further made to carry four inscriptions 
one on each face. Of these those facing east and north have 
compositions in Marathi and Sanskrit verse, respectively. The 
remaining two are iu Hindi and English giving a short note of 
the incideot with dates of birth and death of Maharaoi of Jhansi 
and the year of conservation. 

6. The Chhatri stood on a neglected piece of land having a prorai. 
nent position alung the main road from city to station. Hence 
this land was acquired and tidied up to enhance the beauty of 
the monument, by 

(tf) building a low comiwund wall, 

(A) providing an iron tailing on It, 

(c) levelling the ground inside, 

(i) ratting up stone benches, 

and fr) adding a decent entrance with stepfl. as the ground levd it 
about three feet above the road. 

It ts proposed to provide a small garden round the Chhatri next yeir. 
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Later on it was found tliat the short inscnptio&B put np were not 
considered saflicient by the visitors hence another inscription in English 
and Hiniii ffiwng a brief history of the Maharani's life and activities was 
set up close to the Chbatii in the same compound 

Nanrar {DiJttnt'f A'ar?rnr),—The only work done here consists of 
putting up some name-boards for the guidance of visitors to (1) a mosque 
near Hawa Paur, (2) two boards pointing to Kachchert mahal, (SJ one 
board pointing a footpath to l\achcheri mahal through the ruined palaces 
and another two poiuttng to Catholic church and cemetery. 

(OiVnV/ J5/u7sa).—The town possesses a fine temple of llth 
century" known as Pdayesvar or Nilkanthesvae. It has been described at 
length in the Annual Report of V, S, in which year this monument 
was first taken up for conservation. As the funds were available in small 
amounts work was done in instalments imd is mentioned in the pref^diog 
Archaeological Reports, The only work left to be done was that of the 
compound wall and removal of a portion of debris left at remote ends of 
the extensive comers of the compound and the heavy debris uneartlied in 
dismantlingr The following items were therefore carried out in the year 
of report:— 

(a) The heaps of debris were dog up and removed beyond the 
premises. 

(A) All the heavy debris carved or otherwise were removed from the 
compound with the exception of a few which were exhibited 
along the compound wall as pieces of art. 

fc) The main entrance to the yard of the temple on the east was 
fully exposerl up to the present street level by digging np the 
debris in which it was buried. This operation exposed also the 
two dwarpalas flanking the staircase. 

(<f) The remains of attendaut shrines were cleared and their living 
members set right 

{<<) On fully dismantling the unsightly compound wall the plinth of 
the original compouDd was traced all round. The exposing or 
restoring the originally carved wall fuIJy^ would require enormous 
amount of money wiiich was neither permissible nor necessary. 
The compound wall above the plinth only has been brought 
round in the following way, leaving the unexposed plinth as it is. 

On the cast near the main entrance, it was restored on both faces 
after its original form by old pieces of stones from other parts of the 
compound. 

A portion was built up by means of old carved pieces and rounded 
up by course of pladng coping. 

The remaining portion was completed by plain masonry with a fourth 
coping, keeping a height of the original xvall. 

The main entrance on east is a wide one and gives entry to cattle. 
As a gate would involve obstacle a xigzag entrance was made hy building 
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small walls, to allow people only a free entrance. Similarly on west the 
main entrance baa already been provided with an iron gate. The pujaries 
were ordered to teep the gate closed in their absence from temple But 
to allow people to come in, a ligsag entrance has been made near it also. 

V 

Most of the sunken and crashed Hoor of the yard has been reset as 
was fonod necessary. 

The crevices in the floor inside the main t^nple were made good by 
cement concrete. 

Two $anint« or brass lamps with post were set np in the shrine room.

The whole temple was washed Inside to diminish the bad sight pro¬ 
duced fay modern white-wash. 

Short description printed in Hindi and English in glass frames were 
put both in the temple as well as the mosque on the back of the temple.

(a) Ju ogle clearance, 

Udayqtri iDiatrift -In the Udavgiri hill there is a group o* 

2f> rock-cut Hmda and Jaina caves ranging in date from f.th to ftth century 
A, C Being situated io the vicinity of Simehi, as well as haviog been 
advertised, these caves and ether monuments at Bhitsa are visited now by 
thousands of visitors. 
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These caves have been conserved aod cleared partially in previous 
years. Tlie following works ware done here in the year of report i 

(<i) Some of the caves were infested with hats and were often entered 
by cattle; to check it shutters with expanded ntetal netting have 
been provided. 

(t) In a few caves same atone had been decayed and cmnibled off 
and entailed danger to them, These decaying portions were 
further chiselled to firm surface and whole peatoired with cut-stone 
masonry to match. 

(e) The caves being situated at the sloping foot of the hill, tho 
ground in front of the caves is generally uneven and subject to 
rain cuts. Thb ground was levelled in steps by providing short 
retaining walls and dressing the surface to easier grade. 

(d> A few of the caves are situated on or near the top of the hill, and 
to visit thsni was difficult at times without a guide, A regular 
footpath has been made connecting all the caves. The ups and 
tlowns have either been sloped or converted into steps, by 
chiseDing rock or building with masonry. 

(«) Beside the caves on the top of the hill, there was formerly a big 
temple with monolithic pillar whose baBemeot is only exposed 
after recsit excavations in previous years. This site was cleared 
off jungle and tidied up as a monument. 

(/) Two stone notice boards were set up to warn the people against 
vendali&m and damage to monuments. 

(p) Two stone aignbcKirda iiVere set up along the Bhilsa-Shamshabad 
Road at the junction of tracks to Udaygtri and Khambaba, 

(A) A fair-weather road was made in the past at the foot of the full 
for oonvenioice of visitors. It was proposed to be metalled but 
as a scheme of metalled road is under consideration, the proposal 
of metalling the existing road was given up. The existing road was 
however improved by widening to IS feet, providing with drains 
and earthwork and spread over with a thick coat of river sand. 

Bagh (ZliVrfc^ Ain;A<!>'u;J.“The special grant allotted for the partial 
conservation of the Bagb caves in V, S. was all spent up last year 

except a portion of it which was meant for the arrangement for protecting 
the fresco paintings on cave No. 4. The final decision took much time 
and was arrived at only about tho end of the last year when little time was 
left to take up the work. This work was executed this year and consisted 
of a wooden.frame fixed In the frescoed rock-wall clear of the pamtings 
A number of shutters of convenient size on slip-in devise w:is provided so 
that all the shutters can be removed at any time without obstructing the 
painted surface to the eye. 

Further special griiit was also reriuisitioned in the previous years but 
no sanction was received in the year of report. 
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However, the clearance of most of the debris from inside the cave 
No, ■!, exposed a greater part of the fr^ile and crumbling rock-surface 
which was not hitherto exposed to the direct eflect of the climate. Thus 
the exposed portions began to threaten in more than one ways. Some 
of the cracks began to widen slowly, while here and there portion of over« 
hanging rock, particularly over the central door gave way. In order to 
check this, emeegeot work which (consists of rail iron frames in the doors 
and window openings of the cave No, 4} was executed in advance and paid 
from the ordinary budget of the Department, 

Miscellaneous, 

A tiame.panel showing the way to the tomb of Abul Faza! at Antri 
was set up along the Gwalior-jhansi Road near Makora Dak Bungalow to 
attract visitors to this monument. 

Lands were acquired counected with the monuments at Bagh, Suhania 
and Pawaya for preserving the loose antiquities, lidyiog up and for neat 
maintenance of the surroundings at these places. 

V]. Annual Upkeep. 

Annual clearance and petty repairs were carried out to all important 
groups of monuments already conserved. Besides, new permanent care¬ 
takers were appointed to look after the important monuments at BhUaa 
and the Chhatri of Moharaui Laifshmibai of Jhansi in the year of report. 

It is a practice with the Department to put descriptive notices shout 
the monuments either along with the conservation or Ig te r as soon an 
practicable. Sui^ notices were set up at Udaypur, the Gujari Mahal, 
Chhatri of Maharani Laksbmibai of Jhanst at Gwalior and other monu' 
ments at Badoh. 

VII. Exploration. 

{a) Excavations, 

No excavations could be taken up this year, as other monuments 
above ground and whose conservation was incomphite, required more 
attention. 

(A) Listing of Monuments. 

Sizty-one monumauts situated in Itl different placei. In the districts 
of Esogarh, Narwar, BhUsa and Bbind, were listed during the yt^ar of report. 
Append Lx C rhows a list of monuments newly listeil. They may be 
described brieSy as under; — 

(District Bhilsad 

fjdat/pHT,— This old aud deserted town possesses some tine monc- 
ments of the mediaeval period, of which ihe Udayesvar temple ts the most 
charming and prominent (tAfr Annual Re^xirt for V, S, IttUii, page 5). 
This village lying beside the old road from Delhi to Deccan, did not 
scape the notice of the Mnhamniadan rulers and consequently it contains 
numerous ruins of mosques and tombs. Some of these of more importance 
have already been listed and the following were noticed during the year 
of report. 
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Oiitaide Motia Gate of the town and within 200 feel of it, stands a 
small I5ih century laosque made of fine dressed atone masonry. It has 
not tntich carving, but is plain and massive; the usual charactenstic of the 
Mindu style, since it was built in the reign of Sultans of Mandu. It has 
Only a prayer hall with a small chabutri In front. Later on this cbabutra 
bas been extended by putting a rubble wall snd utilised as a graveyard. 
All ih a later work gave room to intense v^etation and made the originul 
monument obscure so far. It has two inscriptions, one of which over 
the central niche in the prayer hall is in Persian and records the construe* 
tion of mosque in A H. S94 fsee No. 27 in Appendix D). The other in¬ 
scription is On a blochof stone built up in the left wall flanking the chabutra, 
and is contemporary with the Persian inscription. 

Another stnull mosque built up in almost the same style as the 
foregoing one, stands in the western corner of the town inside Ctiofua 
Gate, The only difference is that it has a wider platform for the graves, 
which Is contemporary to the mosque Sonne of tiie grave stones are 
inscribed over with verses of Koran An inscription over the central niche 
places its construction in A. H. 9o4 {vidi? Inscription No. 31, Appendix D) 
during the reign of Islam Shah Sari of Ddhi. 

Besides there were noticed three more mosques which bear inscriptions 
of the Moghul Emperors but are of little Interest from architectoral point 
of view (vidi inscription Nos. 28 to 30, Appendix D), 

District Bhind, 

Gohad ,—This place has also been visited and the monuments listed. 
This year It was visl.ed to examine certain tombs said to belong to some 
distinguished persons but what could be found was as under ; —' 

To tbe south west of the Gohad Dak Bungalow in a held stands a 
tomb, consisting of an oblong platform about A ft, high with tall wall at 
its head some 20 feet, in height. This wall bas a decoration partially 
consisting cf two pillars of daric style supporting an entablature which 
carries a semi-carved end of the wall decorated with cornice, Midway 
between the top of the platfonn and end of the head-wall U set up a tablet 
which mentions one Pierre Lambert inscription No. 33, Appendix D) 
who died in I78tl A D.; but who be was is uncertain. According to avail, 
able history, he might be one of the French gunners in the service of (be 
Rana of Gohad, There is another smaller tomb close to it. but it has 
got no reference. 

Close to the above tomb is a field, said formerly to be a garden and 
has well, built up with fine dressed blocks of stone. It bears one Persian 
and iwo Hindi inscriptions. From one of these, it appears to have been 
built in tbe rei n of Raoa of Gohad, in A, D. I7fi2. 

Within the limits of a hamlet Banipura in the suburb of Gohad there 
stand two tombs in a field, consisting of raised oblong platforms and tops 
finished with carved conical spires. The whole is finished in plaster, with 
plr^in mouldings. Nothing is known of its inmates, 
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Is a small vLIla/;e a mite lo the south of Gohad town on the 
other bank of the river Vesli. The village has some ruins of lOib century 
temple and a mcmotinj stone lying poslrate. Halt a mile further sonib 
of the village stands a square column built of rubble stofte faced wtih 
Hshlar facing and is toped over witn a cone. It is also said to be a tomb 
but to whom h is sacred is not itriown. 

J*»pndi— This village is a mile and a half to the north-west of 
Gohad Road Station. It has traces of lOth century temples and their 
stray pieces heaped in groups. Besides, there stand two sculptures in fiehl 
back to back; one representing a Nagi and other is a tnale figate. 
A crude memorial stone also stands in the village. 

District Esagarh. 

ifunfflcli-— Is a fairly good town. Formerly it was the headquarter 
ofSuhatbttt now it has a Tehsit, a Judical Oifice, Police Station, Post 
Office and Jail and also a Railway Station. A metalled road from this*' 
plac? runs to the historical place of Chanderi, The place was exarnioed 
only through curiosity this time and the following monuments were 
noticed t— 

Afaliftana This is a step<well^ built of fine dressed blocks 

and has close resemblance to those of Chanderi step-wtlltf of its period. 
It bears a broken inscription in a niche fianbing the main passage and 
refers to its construction during the reign of Ghiaa Shah Sultan of Maudu 
in A. H. 9Q0?^A. D. 1494, Thts step-well is situated on the back of the 
present Tehsil Office in a garden. 

Jama Masjid.^Thh is situated at the souihern end of the market in 
the town. It bears no inscription and the only significance of tlie mosque 
is that many pillars of the modkeval temples have been batlt in the prayer 
hall erected on pillar and lintel style. It is quite simple on plane as well 
as in architecture. 

District Narwar. 

Rarii.~a1sa known as Bhoj-ka-Bara, is a vQlage about six miles to the 
north-west of Satanwads and is at present cituated in a plain at the foot 
of the hill but formerly occupied the top and slopes of the very hill as 
evinced by the ruins. The present village is quite destitute of any monu¬ 
ment ancient or raodero^ except some Cra[;menLs of old carvings lying here 
und there probably hurled from the top of the hill, which must have had 
some lOth century temples. 

The hill above possesses ruins of modem gadhi which was probably 
built up in the I6<l7th century by some ambitious Muhammadan headman, 
nothing of whom has now sotvhed. The ascents to the hill are two, one 
through the ruins of the village which is flanked by gateways up to the top 
end and the other one faces the present village and is a sort of tredden 
path with crude steps here and there. Along this paassge about halfway, 
is a detached piecie of rock with the mins of a single modem dveiling 
and is said to be the seat of one Dhoja who was a shepherd and possessed 
a charming flute. He would sit here attracting all animals of the jungle 
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round him and e^ea control hla flock with the miracle of his flute. It tt 
after this Bhoja that the village ta still called Bhoj^ka-Bara to difierendate 
with o her Baraks. 

Some of the noteworthy ruins arc detailed in Appendis C, and need 
no more particular descriplion. 

Karari JAmodpin-.—This is a mere hamlet and lies on the foot of 
another hiU a mile and a half to the east of Bara and is met first when 
Coming from Satanwada anti lies on the sametracki This village also 
once stood halfway on the hilL 

The only monument met with here is a small shrine of Siva of the 
12th century. The^Mtffru and the outer casing and the sanctum are 
gone and only a carved door ftiime 2^ x S ll^ and a porch ft x 6 are all 
what is left now. No sculpture was seen close to it. The temple stands 
on a mound which forms part of the Aumf of a Eifiall tank. 

A loose Sati-stone with a badly damaged inscription was also lying 
along a modern Tibara in the cremation ground and is of no particular 
interest. 

About four and half miles to the south-east of Satanwada 
ties this petty good village midway between Narwar and Shivpuri along 
the Moghul road to Deccan. It was reported to contain some inoDoments 
but the examination revealed no good result* Among those worthy of 
men»ion am detailed in Appendix C (but for the inscription on them, 
there is do feature work descriptionj. One dried op step*well with inscrip.- 
lien, a tomb with inBcribed grave stene and a small mosque all work of 
one man who was perhaps a petty officer in this town are situated in this 
village on the back of the Zamindar's house and arc said to be In the 
midst of a garden. 

To the north-east of the village about li miles away is another step- 
well, called Shabi Baodi, on the old highway ta Deccan. The inscciptiott 
which is in Hindi refers to its consiruction in V. S, 1738“ 1671 A, O. 
Apart from its historical importance, Us value as a sonrea of water is 
great, as it stands io the verge of hill ridge where water conld not be had 
two milcji all round. At the time of visit it was found aJi silted np and 
almost dry, but is worthy to be reclaimed, 

Tmgra. _This is a village some eight miles to the south-west of Shiv- 

pari and the present population is on a laterite hillock overlookiDg a tank 
at its foot to the north. The cart track from Shivpuri passes through its 
former site and after running over the dam of the tank ascends the village. 
Naturally the new site has nothing of archsEologlcal interest. The old 
site which is now a mere khtda is being utilised for cultivation but the 
ruins still possess some noticeaHo objects of antiquary. 

The moat important antiquity recovered froro the site is a sculpture 
of Nrisimha, incarnation of Vishnu, killing the demon Hiranyu Kashyap 
and an inscription is engraved on its back (vide Appendix D, No, ft&/. This 
sculpture has been removed to the Aicbajological Museum at Gwalior, 
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There h a particukr type of temples met with here. In these temples the 
shrine>room js generally obloog and narrow, has a low fiat roof and its 
walls both inside and oursloe are built of plain and dressed blocks. The 
or porch is decorated with carving, both out and ioside, as 
well as the door frame of rhe sanctum, opening into the porch. The 
porch is generally provided with raised seats with back rests. The general 
character of architecture and. carving is aidn to that of loth and lUh 
wmtury A. D, 

Sik temples of the above type in a more or less ruined state arc seen 
here All have been deprived of their detti^ and from the dedicatory 
blocks of the shrine doors, two of tliem were dedicated to Surya and the 
rtet to Vishnu. Among loose sculptures near these temples that of Kama!, 
Sotya, Ganesa and a big sculpture of HaQuman may be mentioned. 

Another monument worth noticing is a small square pillared hall 

^ 8situated in close vicinity of the above temples. It resembles io 
style of carving to that of the temples and has similar seats, with back 
rests on three sides. The outer plinth is complete in the round and hence 
it cannot be the porch of the temple. Neitfaei any other ruin caisls close 
to it to which it was adjacent nor its eicact purpose can be sajd. 

Besides, there are few SatUstones belonging to this villags Two of 
them stand about three furlongs to the east of the village and two about 
the same disuuce on the west. All are uninscribed and roughly belong to 
the iStb or I6th centuiy A, D, 

To the north of the village on the north bank of the tank is a modern 
tomb of a piV where a mela is held annually in the dark half of the PotsJiajlA, 
The martyr is said to be one Ah Khan, a pushing soldier from Ajmere, 
who intended to alarm the Kaja of Narwar. The Raja of Narwar taking 
heed of him sent his general Khanderao who checked and defeated him 
at the spot apd carried his head to his master leaving his trunk which was 
mtened by Alv Khan*s followers in this tomb. Although nothing can be 
said about Ali Khan, yet Khanderao is a known perstmage of the iTth 
century A. D. and connecteti with Narwar, The people in the vicinity 
revere the tomb and believe iu the blessings of the pir. 


6Aiep«ri,-TbisisaweU*known place, being the summer capital of 
Miharaja Semdia, It is situated 74 miles, south of Gwalior, on the Agm 
Bombay trunk road. The population is divided into two distinct divisions. 
The portion of this town lying west of the road is mostly modara settle* 
mem. being formedy a British cantonment is called Chhavani while the 
eastern portbp is known as puram (old/ Shivpuri. This old town possesses 
i.ome monuments which have already been listed. The new one noticed 
this year is a grave stone carved in the form of a bed-stead and showing 
toe plaids of cotton tape used In stringing. U is in a fair state of pre 
servatiou and Is placed over a raised platform to the south east comer of 
Hica bhi’s grave yard ainkin_; the road.

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All these villages are aitiiiited along the pticca road connecting Pobri, the 
headquarter of the Jagir with Mohna, a Railway Station on the Shtvpari 
Section of the Gwalior Light Railway at a distance of 40 miles, 

/}}iatn(t!rar. —This is a big village about 5 miles to the north of E'ohri. 
A few years back a damaged Insciiption of 7th to 8th century was poked 
up by Babu joi^l KIshore, District Engineer, which cteaied an attraction 
for the examination of the spot. Curloudy enough, nobody In the village 
could point out the place from which it was picked up nor any remains 
contemporary with the inscriptions were seen. 

The only rctnains noticed is a dilapidated 10th century temple—almost 
extinct to the south=west of the village Banking the mad. Only a few 
carved debris and sculptures are seen in a modern flat-roofed room close 
to the ruins and are worshipped as Mata quite erroneously. The sculptures 
are clearly of Brahma, Vishnu, Shiva and Pacvari but ate all now bisniear-’ 
ed with the usual red lead and clad in female dress. Close to this Mau 
temple is another broken room in which the pieces of sculptures are heaped 
up but are of no particular importance. A crude Sati-stone also stands 
close to it and is uninscribed, 

Brrad, —This Is a petty good village 10 miles beyond Bhatnawar. 
This village wua to be of much antiquity. The trjidition current is that 
the present name is a pervertion of Virat-Nagiir —the old historic place 
where the Pandavas spent a part of their exile. Close to this village is 
another village to be described below in which stands the bouse of Im (seal¬ 
ing wa.’i) built for burning alive the Pandavas. 

Nothing however of any antiquarian interest was met with here, All 
that could be seen was crude Sati-stones, a few caived debris of 10th 
century temples lying sparingly and a few broken sculptures without any 
trace of actual monuments. What is traceable is a site of a single small 
temple facing e^t and is b iried in a Zamiodar's open cattle shed. Only 
a portion of shrine wall has survived with which are resting three sculptures. 
Two of these are broken. The one in the centre is a standing Jais 
Tirthamkara. 

Kalamiidh. —Is a smdl village half a mile to the soutlj of Berad and is 
I>opu]ated on craggy soil. The village is said to be a part of Berad 
village, though the later decay has now sepiirated them. In the heart 
uf the village stands a ruined temple similar in plane and style to those 
of Tongra described in the preceding paras. Both shrine room and 
traiiftanmndttp't are oblong measuring x feet, and 48 ft. x 14^ ft. 
respectively. The roof of both of these has fallen off. The enclosing 
walls are built of plain dressed blocks of siatics and no decoration of carv¬ 
ing is seen Outside the was another room probably of 

the same stEe, as the extension of a cross wall of room 

warrants. The ground round the temple is raisetl up and the original 
plinth IE ihetefore not open to view. 

In the sbrine room lies a broken sculpture of Man Varalia, 3 ft. wide 
and 8 ft. high, which shows that the temple was sacred to Vrsbuu An- 
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other loose Jain sculpture is placed ia the shrine-room hut it seems to 
have been imported from somewhere else 

The temple walla are quite weather-wora and almost blackened by the 
effect of lains, Traditiottally the temple is known as Kalamadh (black 
temple), from which the village takes its name. According to another 
tradition this very temple is the house modelled from ttu' 'sealing wax) 
which was built by Kichak. Pandavas on ibeii retreat ate said to have 
taken shelter in this house, which was set on fire according to a pre'Con* 
ceived iningne. It has since been mined and blackened by fire and came 
to be known as Kala-madh. The villagers still attribute a mined temple 
door as the outer clings of the under ground passage which carried the 
Paadavas out of this house of fire This ruined temple lies some three 
furlongs north of Kala-midh at the foot of the dam of the tank. The 
temple which was prohabiy sacred to Siva is almost buried in groond and 
shattered and redoced lo heaps On a modem platform close by is a modern 

im^^e of Hanuman and near it is placed a linga with Jaladhari which 
probably belongi to this ruined temple. 

Half a mile to the east ol Berad on the other aide of the 
™ is another small wllage, It possesses no antiqaities, hut abounds in 
Sat!-Stones some of which are inicribed, 

6?irrii«i'.^Thi8 isa small hamlet jogt on the road nearly midway 
tween Mohna and Pohri. The only monument noticed is a ruined 
temp e flanking the road and facing the east What have survived of the 
temple are the two plain walls of the slirine-room running at right angles 
and represent the nonhero and southern end and support to a few fine 
sc pturm. The temple was probably sacred to Gotldess Kali as a sculp- 
lorc of the goddess though broken is the biggest in the group. This temple 
was also probably in the Tongra style as the traces of the shrine-room 
measure Among other sculptures, those of Indrani (S^xsl'i

Twenty-sev’en of theEe are in Hind), fourteen in Persian, thirteen in 
San&krit, five in Arabic and one in EngHsb< 

The earliest and by far the most important of them ia a copper*plate 
bacriptbn found in the debris of Uagh cave No. £. U is inscribed in 
Gttpta characters of the oth.fith cent A. D. and is in Sanskrit. Although 
the letters recording the date are obliterated there is no difficulty in as- 
signing it to the Ath or 6th century on paleographical gmnnda, It records 
the grant of a village by king Sobhandhu of Mahishraati, which has been 
identified with the modem Omkar-Mandhata on the river Narbada, the 
popular place of pilgrimage and famous for the temple of Omkaresvara, to 
Buddhist monks lor their mainlenanes, upkeep of the monastery and worship 
of Lord Buddha. This Inacription invariahly removed all doubt as to the 
period of the construction of the Bagh caves and their antiquities. 

Nejtt to this comes an inscriptioii, dated in V^ikramaSamvai 108i" 102c 
A. D. from Tongra (District Narwar), which is written in Sanskrit and re¬ 
cords the coDstructiou of a temple of Hari (Vishnu). 

Six of them are Sati records. About twenty-five Hindi or Sanskrit 
inscriptions, mostly of Udayesvar temple at Udaypur, are badly written, 
damaged and thus rendered illegible. They all belong to the 16th and 
I7th centuries. Two inscriptions record the construction of templet and 
snotber two of a well, a garden and a step*well (baodi). 

All the Persian and Arabic jnscriptkjns record in them the construction 
of tuoaqats or are put up as epitaphs on tombs and refer to the reign of 
Sikandar Sari, *on of Sher Shah Suri, Shah Jahan of Delhi and Mahmud 
Shah of Malwa. Another inscription on a baodi near Dongar, dated in 
Vikratna Samvat 1806=1749 A. D., mentions Ahmad Shah of Delhi. 

One English inscription, dated L7fi0 A, D., is an epitaph on a tomb 
sacred to M. P. Lambart who met hia death on June 24ih and was inter¬ 
red there. 

Two latest inscriptions at Udaygiri, dated in V. S, 1875 and 1878 
(1818 and 1831 A, C.), are of little importance; the Utter h engraved on a 
Dhupaghadi, in a circular round line along the dial, 

A complele list cf inscriptions with full details is given in Appendix D. 

IX. Numismatics, 

Twenty-one gold, 372 silver, 14 billon and 422 copper or 829 coirs 
in all were examined during the year underreport, and consist of some 
43 different varieties ranging in iwriod from 700 to 1800 A. D. (eide 
Appendix EJ. 

Of these 20 gold, 3 silver and 26 copper coins were oflered for sale 
by private dealers. 1 gold, 5 silver, M billon and 14 copper coins were 
received as present from the C, P. and U. P, Governments. The remain¬ 
ing 364 silver and 3S3 copper coins were reedved as treasure-trove finds 
from within the Stale and belong to the village Paraota iDislrict Tonwar- 
ghar), Udaypur (District Bhilsa), Largakhedi of Maksudangarh Jagir in 
District Esagath. 
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Oat of the total nomber of coins exammed *1 f old, 70 silver, 14 billon 
and 30 copper or IB coins in all were selected and added iJ the State 
Aichajological Museum. The remaining coins were either returned to the 
dalers or disposed of finally according to the current procedure. Only 
in one ins^nce of ireasurC'trove finds from the State 2i) coins were given 
to an informer as decided by the cxjurt concerned. 

The only coin of importance acquired is that of Siladttya Yasodhar. 
man of Thanesvar Circa 7th century A, D. Among others, next in Impor. 
tance may be mentioned (1) Gangeya Deva of Western Chedi. 
(21 Cbola king Raja Raja (Circa 1000 A. D.), (3J those of Vijayanagar kings 
centnry A, D,), (4J A^lla Deva of Narwur (Circa i5th century). 
Among the Mohammadan coins may be mentioned those of the early 
Sultans of Delhi not commonly met, belong to Nasir-ud-db Mohammad 
(Circa 1246dE63), Ala-ud-din Mahmud II Khilji (129.^*1315), Qntab Din 
Mubarak 1 (1316-1320), Giaa-ud-din Tuglaii (B20.I324J, Mahmud-ibn- 
Tuglaq (U24.13,')|). Sihandar Lodi and Ata.ud-db Moham¬ 

mad Shah tl. Moghal coins are generally mat with n the State finda and 
represent difierent kings and Lahore, Ahmadabad, Akbamagar, Agra, 
Patna, Allahabad, Surat, Cambay, Bareli, Kota, Mumbidabad, Konch, 
Gwalior, Sheopnr and Bhopal mint-towna Moh of these bear the regnal 
and A, H. years. 


X. Museum. 

Archaological Museum is gradually gaining in popularity and impor¬ 
tance, a fact chiefly evidenced by the large number of visitors who pay 
visit to the Masaum and leave their remarks on our visit-book. The 
signatures thus made thereon this year exceed nine hundred. Two hnn. 
dred of them are from the pen of Europeans either residing in India or in 
different foreign wuntriea such as U, S. A , England, France. Germany, 
Australia, etc. Suffice it to say that hardly any visitor to Gwalior leavw this 
place wiiboui seeing the Gwalior Fort and the Gujari Mahal where our 
Archxological Museum is located. 


The acloal nuraher ol viatora i, far greater than that given above

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Two stone inscriptions, 1*2 stone sculptures and carved pieces, 11*1 
coins of gold, silver and copper and billon and SO tniniature paint togs 
or 192 antiquities in all were added to the Museum, during the year under 
report as set forth in Appendix F, Besides some fragments of the inscrip¬ 
tions of 10th-1 Ith century and a few heads recovered from the debris, 
at Udaypur, during the conservation operations of Udayeavar lemple were 
also brought to the Museum and will be exhibited space permitting. 

To accommodate newly acquired interesting sculptures space had to be 
recovered in the already full room by displacing some of the less interesting 
of the antiquities and locating them in a lumber-room occupied only ibis 
year for this purpose and some minor alterations and additions were carried 
out to Building and furniture for the purpose of proper exhibition of 
antiquities. 

XI. Miscetlaneous. 

(1) Distitigttiiified Visiii>r,i to Excepting the Archaeologi¬ 

cal Museum and other monuments at Gwalior, some of the important 
groups of ArchjBOlogical Mouumeois, that of Surwaya near Shivpuri, 

summer capital of the State, the Bagh caves, District Amjhera, the monu¬ 
ments near Bhilsa and Chanderi are gaining steadily in popularity and 
attracting visitors from all parts. Their Excellencies Lord and Lady 
Irwin, Viceroy and Governor-Gei»ral of India, visited in addition to the 
Archaeological Museum, most of the monuments on the fort and the tomh 
of Muhammad Ghaus and Tansen at Gwalior. His Excellency the Com- 
Toander-in-Chief paid a visit to the fort and some of the importarjt monu¬ 
ments at Chanderi. 

Besides, the signatures recorded in the visit-books kept at Surwaya, 
Chanderi, Bhilsa and Bagh show that the monuments were visited by 
numerous people. 

(2) Vmttc Manumejtta the State.—Darmg ihe touring season 

of the year under report 1 visited two places outside the limits of Gwalior 
State, (fl) Badwani and Raverkhedi, Both visits were paid in response 
to invitations from institations in charge of monuments at these places 
for consultation on technical matters and with the sanction of the Home 
Member Sahib. 

(a) Fid! lu 5od(ra/ii.^The Digambara Jaina Sri Chulagiri (Bawan- 
gaja) Sidhakshotra-prabhandha-karini Committee at Bad warn, Badwani State 
(Central India), solicited my advice with regard to the work of restoring 
collosal mck-cut image of a Jaina Tirtharokaia in a hill some five miles 
from the town. The figure, one of the biggest extent, is popularly known 
as Bawangaja and though very much dilapidated is still a living object 
of worship attracting numerous pilgrims every year, The wort of repairs 
and additions which had been executed before my visit had gone far 
enough to alter the original spirit and thus to detract from the Archmolo- 
gical value of the monument. The committee wanted advice specially 
with regard to the repairs to the decayed portions of the idol proper, 1 
suIngested that it would perhaps be advisable to chisel away the decayed 
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aarface of the rock dll firm core is exposed. I advised the committee to 
let it alone and to coostruct quite a separate new balldiog to salt the tO' 
quirements of the Utsava on the bank of the river outside the reach of 
the hoods. 

{i)i Kot'eriWi.—The Uteava Mandal at Indote likewise invited me 
to visit the Chhatri of the Peshwa Baji Rao the ruins of the Peshwa'a 
house and other monumcats on the bank of the river Narbada at Raver- 
khedi in I\iiandwa District, 1 visited the and the monuments in the 
compan;: of Mr, D. A. Dani, a representative of the MandaJ, I generally 
approved of the measures which the Maodai had already drawn up for the 
preservaoon ol the monuments. But I did not like the iron rails which 
have been tecently planted in the 9at terrace^roof stretching a clotb-man. 
dapa during the annual festivali for they have decidedly diaSgnred the 
archaic appearance of the monument. Nor did I approve of the white and 
colour wash which has been promiscuously applied even on the cut-stone 
wort. Further 1 dmw attention to the prevention of the washing away 
of the foundahoo of the Chhatri and Dharamshala on the south where it 
was being undermined by a ravine and on the north where it was bemg 
damaged by the cument of the river in the monsoon doods. 

Further I disagmed with the Mandars proposal to construct a sort of 
fabhamaadopa in front of rhe small cremation platform of the Peshwa 
which already exisis in the bed of the river. Apart from the stability point 
of view of a new structure being erected in the midstream which is a point 
of consideration purely for engineering experts, I objected to the proposal 
from the view point of the least possible change in or addition to the 
onginai momimeot which is a recognised principle in archreological const* 
deraiiorii As the original cremation platform is quite safe and strong it 
needs no further measure for pr cservatioa. 


(3* Coligethn <>/ mrved stone* m Bkiha Uak Bun^alovc.—K proposal 
of ojllecting carved stones from the debris of stray ruins of TDonameiits 
which it was not possible to preserve on the origitial site, aiiber owing to 
the very advanced condition of rums or other difficulties and of nsing the 
same in modern Slate buildings aa they have been done in the Command¬ 
ing Officer'a Bungalow at Goona, had been under coDBideration for some 


years pasi. Personally I was not much in favour of the propoml. After 
some aTguraents for and ^igainst it was resolved to drop the idea of using 
the old stoues in new State buildings as it was undesirable from the eco¬ 
nomic, artistic and archeological staodpointB and to content ourselves only 
with collecting interesting carvinga scattered in stray mins in the jungles 
and oot of the way places and preserving and eahibitiug tbera in the 
nmrest imponant Dak Bungalow, Of course, carvings of the first rate 
importance which were worth being sent to the Amhseological Museum at 
Gwalior, ware not eflecied by this resolution. 

It was riKided that a beginning of carrying out the resolution should 
be made at Bhilaa Dak Bungalow and that for the present the Archaeo- 
logical Department should do the work out of the existing ordinary funds

XII. Pubikations. 

The Department publighed two books during the year under report. 
One is an iUuslnb^ Guide to Chanderi, one of the many places in Gwa¬ 
lior Sture which has made a mark in the history. The book besides gi^ng 
a history of the place and describing its monuments contains in formation 
of general intemat and dates for closer study of monuments. 

The other book is only a short brochure for the guidance of the visitors 
at large for sight-seeing at G^valior. The book besides giving a list of 
principal sights and short notes, contains a short sketch of the history of the 
ruling boose of Scindias. It was brought out in haste at the request of the 
reception committee of the St, John Association expressly for their use. 
A fullet and more systc^matical Guide to Gwalior is yet under contemplatioa, 

XIII. Photographs and Drawings, 

One hundred ninety-two photographs wem taken during the year of 
leport. Besides, over 400 prints from the record negatives were made for 
the annual reports Samrat f 1983-84J, the Surwaya Guide, Annual Album 
and f(^ supplying the various bodies for pnblications. Of this number the 
following are alone the recipients of 250 prints. (1) India Society, Lon¬ 
don, (2) Indian States Journal, Bombay, 13) D. B. Taraporewala and Sons, 
Bombay, (4) The Indian State Railway Magazine, (5) Dr. A. K. Coomar- 
swamy of Beaton, (8) Dr. Luders, (7) Dr. Norman Brown, {8> Mr. Richter.
